In the preceding Report it was observed, that the circulation of 1850 exceeded 
that of 1849 by the sum of ^12, 860. In the year 1851 it will be found, there is 
still further evidence of increased adtivity in the operations of Loan Funds, and 
that the effects of the great calamity of 1845 were less severely felt in the past 
year than at any preceding period since the Famine Year. The circulation of 
1851, namely, £712,073, exceeded that of 1850, which amounted to £662,794, 
by the sum of £49,279. 

But the Capital of 1851, namely, £186,240, though it exceeds that of 1850, 
which was £182,501, by thei sum of £3,739, it will be perceived has not increased 
in proportion to the augmented circulation ; and the inference may be drawn, that 
although there has been more confidence on ihe part of Managers in 1861, and 
the operations have been more active, there have been more demands than ordi- 
nary on the Savings of Industry, and deposits have not been made to any consi- 
derable extent in Loan Funds in the past year. 

The Annual Accounts, on which this Report is based, however, do not show 
the actual amount of Capital in circulation, but the amounts only for which So- 
cieties are accountable. 

The number of Notes issued by the Board in 1851 was 196,800, while in 
1850 the nuniber was only’ 181,900, showing an increase in the last year of 
14,900 Notes sold. 

The Gross Profit derivedfrom Discounts, Fines, Cards, and Application Papers, 
in 1861, amounted to £20,755, while in 1850 they only reached the sum of 
£l8,YfiO, showing an increase last year of £1,995. 

The number of Societies in operation in 1851 were 123, being 9 less than 
operated in 1850, while the number of Loans issued in 1861 were 191,050, those 
of 1850 were oiily £189,235, being an increase of the number of Loans, made 
by a diminished number of Societies, of 1,115. 

The amount of Fines in 1851 was £3,513., while the amount in 1850 was 
£3,368, being an increase in that item, in 1851, of £145, which is to be ac- 
counted for by the increased circulation. 

The amount appropriated to charitable and useful purposes, out of surplus pro- 
fits, in 1861, was £671. The amount in 1850 was £588, showing an increase 
of £83. 

The Board s inoome, derived from the ordinary sources of revenue, the sale of 
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Notes and Debentures, and interest on £4,000 invested in Government Stock, 
amoxmtedjin 1851, to £975. The same sources of income, in i860, "were £915J, 
showing an increase in the former year of £63. 

The actual income of the Board in 1851 was £1,018, the actual expenditure 
of the Board in 1851 was £1,176, the expenditure in 1850 was £1,121, showing 
an increased expenditure in 1851 over that of 1850, of £64; and an in- 
creased expenditure in 1851, over income, of £167 7s. 3d. The Boards expen- 
diture in 1850 exceeded that of the preceding year, by the sum of £134. 

It is to be observed, however, that the extraordinary charges, which so largely 
augmented the expenditure of 1851, were on account of law costs incurred prior 
to that year, some portion of which have since been recovered from parties pro- 
ceeded against, and re-lodged in bank to Board’s credit, as in the case of 
Kinnitty costs, amount £70 145. lid. 

In the past year Dividends have been paid to Depositors in the following 
Funds gazetted by the Board : — 

Moyglass — A second dividend of 3s. in the pound; first dividend being 2s. 6d. 

Killashee — A final dividend of 2s. 6d. in the pound ; first dividend being 10s. 

Lowtherstown — Depositors paid in full. 

Birr — ^A final dividend of 9d. in the pound ; first dividend being 6s. 8d. • 

CooLANBY — A final and only dividend of Is. bd. in the pound. 

CooTEHiLL — Afinaldividendof 3s. in the pound; first dividend being 10s. 

Waterford, No. 2 — First dividend of 8s. 8d. in the pound. 

In tile course of the past year the Board has been compelled to gazette the 
Mullingar Society; but, during the year 1851, many other cases of embarrass- 
ment and insolvency came under the cognizance of ie Board, arising in a great 
measure from want of due supervision on the part of Managers, of a long date, 
and the mal-practices of Clerks and other salaried Officers connected with Loan 
Funds. 

Finally, the Board deem it their duty to observe, that very numerous failures 
of Loan Fund Societies have taken place, and heavy losses have accrued to De- 
positors in Loan Funds; and that tiie operation of recent Acts of Parliament 
affect materially the recovery of Loan Fund debts. 

Under these circumstances they are of opinion, that some inquir}', Parlia- 
ment^ or Governmental, is urgently required into the adequacy of the present 
machinery of local management, and of the existing legislative control over the 
Institution, for the due protection of the Savings of the Industrious Poor that 
are invested in Loan Funds in this country.
